‘Talcky Lindy,” they called him . 
F o u r tim es he cheated death thousands of feet in the air by leaping 
w ith his parachute. 
Once w hen his plane collided with another 10,000 feet 
over 
Kelly Field, Texas. 
Again w hen his ship w ent into a dreaded spin. 
A nd tw ice w hen m ail planes ra n o u t of gas in heavy fog on the Chicago- St. 
Louis run. 
"Lucky-—and resourceful,” they said, when he piloted the glistening 
S pirit of St. Louis across the treacherous A tlantic to Farts in 1927. 
Over­ 
night h e becam e a w orld hero, the idol of youth, worshiped by millions, 
feted by kings and queens. 
B efore he a a s 26, som e 30,000,000 persons had cheered him. 
H e w as 


called the “am bassador of good will,” and carried that portfolio to more than 
half the capitals of the world. 
And then, in 1929, the hands of fate bogan w riting a new chapter—a 
chapter of tragedy—into the colorful story of Charles A. Lindbergh. 
H e took his bride-to-be, Anne Morrow, for a flight at M exico City, a few 
weeks before their marriage. 
A wheel cam e off and the plane turned over 
in landing. 
Lindy’s shoulder w as dislocated. 
His fiancee w as less serious­ 
ly hurt. 
Then, in the sum m er of 1931, Mr. and Mrs. Lindbergh started on w hat 
they expected to be a carefree vacation flight to the Orient. 
Their plane 
was forced down in the Pacific and they narrowly escaped death. 
The plane 


upset in the Yangtze river hurling both occupants into the water. 
Lindy 
flew w ith m edicine to aid the stricken m illions in China’s flood area and 
those he sought to aid mobbed the plane because they thought he carried 
food. 


Tire vacation ended abruptly in mourning when the fam ous flyer and 
ids wife*, thousands of m iles from home, received new s that Mrs. Lindbergh’s 
father. Senator Dw ight W. Morrow of New Jersey, had died. 
And now kidnaping of their baby son, Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr., has 
added a new trag ed y to their list of sorrow s.

A total of 606 miles of grading, 971
